La Follette was sworn in today as a sen 
ator from Wisconsin. Ten minutes be 
fore the session opened the door of th 
republican cloak room opened and Sena 
tor Spooner and his new colleague enter 
cd the chamber. This caused a mild sen 
sation for it was known that there ha< 
been a bitter political feeling existing be 
twccn them and Unit their personal rcla 
tions had become somewhat strained in 
consequence. It was not known up to 
within a short time whether or not Mr. 
Spooner would escort his colleague to 
the desk to take the oalli, or that Mr, 
La Follette would accept the escort, but 
all this was arranged in the cloak room.

Mrs. La Follette, accompanied by sev- 


eral friends, was in the senators' gallery 
and many other Wisconsin people were 
in the public galleries. 


SAT NEAR EACH OTHER. 


A few minutes before the senate was 


called to order, Mr. Spooner invited Mr. 
La Kollette to a seat beside him in the 
second row on the republican side oi the 
chamber just off the center aisle. 


The reading of the journal had not 


progressed far when Mr. Spooner moved 
that this formality be dispensed with. 
The motion prevailed and Mr. Spooner 
lost no time in announcing the presence 
oi his colleague. "Mr. La Follette, the 
senator-elect," .he said, "is now in at 
tendance, and I ask that the oath of of- 
fice be administered to him." 


WALKED ARM IN ARM. 


lie then proffered his arm to Mr. La

walked down the aisle ami across tne 
vacant space in front of the vice pros! 
dent's desk. They were the objects o 
general observation and the fact that 
the spectacle was regarded as of unusu 
ul interest wao made manifest by a gen 
eral murmur in the galleries which were 
well filled. 


LA FOLLETTE SWORN IN". 


The ceremony at the desk was brief. 


The new senator was received by the vice 
president at the thrcshhold of his plat- 
form, who greeted him with a cordial 
shake of the hand. The oath was im- 
mediately administered. After Mr. La 
Follette had signed the oath which lie 
had taken, lie was again joined by Mr. 
Spooner and escorted to the seat assign- 
ed him, among the republicans, who 
have seats on the democratic side of the 
chamber.

HEPBURN HAS RATE BILL 


Most 
Comprehensive 
Measure 


Introduced—"Transporta- 


tion" Defined. 


WASHINGTON, Jon. 4.—Representa- 


tive Hepburn of Iowa today introduced 
his nxilrond rate bill which has been anx- 
iously awaited as Mr. Hepburn is chair- 
man of the interstate and foreign com- 
merce commission 
of the house. The 


bill is similar to the Dollivar bill and 
embraces ki a modified form many fea- 
tures of the measure recently prepared 
by the" interstate commerce commission 
It is more comprehensive than any nicas 
urc yet introduced. In Mr. Hepburn's 
opinion it is so framed, that it will sat 
isfactorily regulate refrigerator cars, do 
away with "midnight tariffs" and abol 
ish other alleged injustices aimed at by 
the pending bills.

nry of each at $10;000. 
' This provision requiring railways to 
furnifli icing .and other facilities is re 
garded by Mr. Hepburn as a strong fca 
tnre of the measure. It is also provW 
ed in the bill that the commission is tc 
have authority to fix a maximum -rate. 


"Midnight tariffs" are to bo abolishe 


by a provision that no schedule is to be 
changed without 30 days' notice.

The National Grange assert in a reso-

That we, as American citizens, believe 
t is every mini's privilege to work as 
nany hours as he will, and should com- 
mand rightful compensation for his ser- 
-ices." This as a proposition would cora- 
nand a general acquiescence. But in 
,-iew of the several so-called farmers' un- 
.ons allying themselves with the Feder- 
ation of Labor and of others talking in 
that line, it can not be supposed farmers 
can claim exemption from the eight hour 
clay any more than the large numbers of 
employers who have been for one cause 
ind another induced to give consent to 
the action of labor unions on this point. 
There is not an industry but that insists 
it cannot afford to be tied down to an 
eight hour proposition, and the results 
have been rather hard on some, because 
„. added costs and as asserted in some 
lines, no work may be done after such 
eight hours, and even state laws forbid 
such under penalty of the law. 


Then the work of the farmer, should 


the granges or farmers' unions form into 
labor -unions, must necessarily conform 
to rules laid 
down for others.

more clearly understand

working under union rules means, anu 
should 
consider that while they are 


heartily endorsing labor organizations 
for other people, that they thcmsolvcF 
must come under the same, general scope 
of action.

HAS COST $1,000,000,000 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jon. 4.—Prof. Mi- 


gulin, a weil-known financial expert, has 
offered the following estimate of 
the 


losses suffered by Russia as the result of 
the revolution: 


'Direct losses: Conflagration at Baku, 


$50,000,000; 500 castles and residences of

Mild Sansation. 


Causing a 


BOTH OBJECTS OP 


GENERAL INTEREST 


Senior Senator Before Ceremony In- 


troduced Ex-Oovi'iMor Around 


Procedure — Arranged 


in Cloakroom. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Robert M. 


La Foliette was sworn in today as a sen- 
ator from Wisconsin. Ten minutes be- 
fore the session opened the door of the 
republican cloak room opened and Sena- 
tor Spooner and his new colleague enter- 
ed the chamber. This caused a mild sen- 
sation for it was known that there had 
been a bitter political feeling existing be- 
tween them and that their personal rela- 
tions had become somewhat strained in 
consequence. It was not known up to 
within a. short time whether or not Mr. 
Spooner would escort his colleague to 
the desk to take the oath, or that Mr. 
La Follette would accept the escort, but 
all this was arranged in the cloak room. 


Mr. Spooner before the session intro- 


duced u. number of senators to Mr. La 
Follette. 
Several members of the house 


from Wisconsin joined the senators and 
shook hands tvith them. 


Mrs. La Follette, accompanied by sev- 


eral friends, was in the senators' gallery 
and many other Wisconsin people were 
in the public galleries. 


SAT NEAR EACH OTHER. 


A few minutes before the senate was 


called to order, Mr. Spooner invited Mr. 
La Follette to a seat beside him in the 
second row on the republican side of the 
chamber j.ust off the center aisle. 


The reading of the journal had not 


progressed far when Mr. Spooner moved 
that tlii.s formality be dispensed with. 
The motion prevailed and Mr. Spooner 
lost no time in announcing the presence 
of his colleague. "Mr. La Follette, the 
senator-elect," he said, "is now in at- 
tendance, and I ask that the oath of of- 
fice be administered to him." 


WALKED' ARM IN ARM. 


He then proffered his arm to Mr. La 


Follette, and the two Wisconsin men 
walked down the aisle and across tue 
vacant space in front of the vice presi- 
dent's dusk. They were the objects of 
general observation and the fact that 
the spectacle was regarded as of unusu- 
al interest was made manifest by a gen- 
eral murmur in the galleries which were 
well filled. 


LA FOLLETTE SWORN IN. 


The ceremony .at the desk was brief. 


The now senator was received by the vice 
president at the thrcshhold of his plat- 
form, who greeted him with a cordial 
shako of the hand. The oath was im- 
mediately administered. After Mr. La 
Follette had signed the oath which ho 
had taken, ho was again joined by Mr. 
Spooner and escorted to the seat assign- 
ed him, among the republicans, who 
have scats on the democratic side of the 
chamber. 


TILLMAN SEEKS INFORMATION. 
Mr. Tillmnn presented the following 


resolution: 


"Resolved, That 
the president be re- 


quested to inform the senate if not in- 
compatible with the public welfare, as to 
the existing status in Santo Domingo; 
whether or not President Morales carried 
his government with him when he disap- 
peared from the capitol or whether he 
left it behind, and whether the American 
officers who have been in charge of the 
custom houses arc still performing that 
work, and if so, under what arrange- 
ment and by what authority." 


Mr. Tillman asked for immediate con- 


sideration 
of the resolution, but 
Mi1. 


fc'poonor objected, and it went over. Mr. 
Spooner said that he desired to hear the 
South Carolina senator on the resolution 
before voting on it. 


A resolution introduced by Mr. Cul- 


berson directing the secretary of war to 
send to the senate copies of Urn invita- 
tions for bids for railroads in the Phil- 
ippine islands a.nd also copies of bids 
themselves was adopted. 


ADJOURN UNTIL MONDAY. 


At 2tl4 the senate went into executive 


session. 


On motion of Mr. Aldrich the senate 


agreed to adjourn from today until Mon- 
day. 


The senate committee on territories 


met today and began consideration of the 
joint statehood bill. This was the first 


meeting of the committee to consider 
the admission of states. 


REDUCTION THEN SALVATION. 
A telegram setting forth the alleged 


deplorable condition of the sugar plant- 
ers in the Philippine Island was trans- 
mitted to the senate»today by President 
Roosevelt. The telegram is from DeLeon, 
president of the 
Association Agricola, 


and says sole .salvation is in the abolition 
of the Dingley tariff and that planters 
prefer not to harvest crop at 
present 


prices. 


TAKE UP PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 
More than the average attendance oi 


members were in their places when the 
house met for its first session .after the 
holiday recess today. A resolution by 
Mr. Simpson of Tennessee for an inves- 
tigation into the alleged abuse of the 
franking privilege was agreed to. 


On motion of Mr. Payne, the house re- 


sumed consideration of the president's 
message, making reference of it by topic 
to the various committees. Mr. Payne 
withdrew the amendment which had oc- 
casioned the seven days of discussion be- 
fore the holiday recess—the reference of 
that part relating to insurance to the 
ways and means committee. He stated 
that it was his understanding that Mi\ 
Hepburn would not press his .amendment 
making reference of the topic to the in- 
terstate and foreign commerce commis- 
sion. 


CORPORATION CONTROL. 


Mr. Hepburn at 
once submitted an 


amendment referring the whole question 
of the control of corporations other than 
railways to the judiciary committee 
with instructions "to report fully at an 
early day their views as to the power of 
the federal government by legislation to 
regulate or control said corporations in 
the management or control of their bus- 
iness and--business matters and if said 
power exists then the extent of such 
power and under what provisions of the 
constitution it is conferred upon con- 
gress." 


This amendment was agreed to with- 


out objection and as there was no discus- 
sion of ether items, the reference of the 
entire message was made according to 
the terms of the resolution. 


NO RESTRICTION OF DEBATE. 


The Philippine tariff bill was then tak- 


en up for consideration. 


Consideration of the bill was conduct- 


ed in committee of the whole with Mr. 
Olmstcad of Pennsylvania, in the chair. 
After the bill had been read, Mr. Payne, 
in charge of the measure, took the floor. 


Mr. Mondell, Wyoming, wished to 


know if debate was to be limited. There 
were, he said, a number of members on 
the republican side who wished to op- 
pose the bill. The debate, Mr. Payne re- 
plied, would continue at the pleasure of 
the house and opportunity would be giv- 
en to all. 


Mr. Payne then explained the details 


of the bill. 


TO HELP THE PHILIPPINES. 


He particularly emphasized the "bene- 


ficent purposes" 
of the measure. The 


revenue collected under it, he said, wa.s 
needed in the Philippines for schools and 
internal improvements. In brief the bill 
provides lor the admission to the United 
States of articles wholly the growtli and 
product of the Philippines free of duty 
except sugar and tobacco on which a tar- 
iff of 25 per cent of the Dingley rate shall 
be collected.

Six weeks ago 
while he was operating a saw in. the 
wood department of the J. I. Case 
Threshing Machine company's plant a 
short board cams back and struck his 
left hand. He was taken to his horne 
and blood poisoning set in. Physicians 
attending him found it necessary to am-~ 
putate two fingers and a thumb, but the 
poisoning had made greater progress 
than they realized and he was removed 
to St. Mary's hospital for treatment. 


MAY LOSE ENTIRE HAND. 


For over five weeks he has been in the 


hospital and yet may lose his entire 
hand. A few days ago he was told that 
his wife was suffering with a severe cold, 
but though nothing serious. Neighbors 
last night found her deathly sick and 
shortly before midnight summoned Dr. 
Tonipach. The woman died before he 
arrived, however, and Coroner Hoyle 
was notified of the case. Upon making 
an investigation he issued a burial per- 
mit. 


OVERCOME BY SAD NEWS. 


One of the sisters at the hospital noti- 


fied Mr. Tolfson early this morning that 
his wife had died suddenly and ho was 
nearly overcome by the sad tragedy. He 
left the hospital and set about making 
arrangements for the funeral which was 
held this afternoon. Pale and wan from 
his long sioge of sickness the man had 
the sympathy of those who knew the de- 
tails of the case. His wife was 27 years 
of age. 


Mr. and Mrs. Tolfson had two daugh- 


ters, Belle and Bertha. 
Belle was mar- 


ried some time ago to a man named 
Fisher, living in South Milwaukee, but 
the whereabouts of the other daughter 
the unknown. She has not been heard 
of for some time and the last letter re- 
ceived from her was from South Chica- 
go and intimated that she was contem- 
plating matrimony. 


MANUFACTURERS SHARE OF 


COMMERCE, $1,000,000,000 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 4.—Manu- 


facturers participated to the extent of 
more than a billion dollars in the $2,500,- 
000,000 worth of commerce of the United 
States during the eleven months ending 
with November 1005. Statistics announc- 
ed by the department of commerce and 
labor show that the value of manufactur- 
ers material imported was $513,000,000 
during those eleven months and of manu- 
facturers exported $520,000,000 against 
$450,000,000 the 
previous year. 
The 


value of crude material for use in man- 
ufacturing imported in this 
time was 


$360,000,000, against $309,000,000 in the 
same months of the previous year. Dur- 
ing those months there was a remarka- 
ble increase in the exports of agricultural 
products, especially of corn, the value 
of which rose from $21,000,000 in the 
previous year to $50,000,000 during the 
lirst eleven months of this year.

HEPBURN HAS RATE BILL 


Most 
Comprehensive Measure 


Introduced—"Transporta- 


tion" Denned. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Representa- 


tive Hepburn of Iowa today introduced 
his railroad rate bill which has been anx- 
iously awaited as Mr. Hepburn Is chair- 
man of the interstate and foreign com- 
merce commission 
of the house. The 


bill is similar to the Dollivar bill and 
embraces in a modified, form many fea- 
tures of the measure recently prepared 
by the interstate commerce commission. 
It is more comprehensive than any meas- 
ure yet introduced. In Mr. Hepburn's 
opinion it is so framed, that it will sat- 
isfactorily regulate refrigerator cars, do 
away with "midnight tariffs" and abol- 
ish other alleged injustices aimed at by 
the pending bills. 
The bill 
increases 


the interstate commerce commission to 
nine members and fixes the annual sal- 
ary of each at $10,000. 


This provision requiring railways to 


furnish icing and other facilities is re- 
garded by Mr. Hepburn as a strong fea- 
ture of the measure. It is also provid- 
ed in the bill that the commission ia to 
have authority to fix a maximum rate. 


"Midnight tariffs" are to be abolished 


by a provision that no schedule is to be j 
changed without 30 days' notice. 
j 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—A distress- 


ing scene was enacted at 
the White 


House executive offices today in which a 
woman was carried screaming from the 
building because she refused to 
leave 


without resort to force. 


She informed Asst. Secretary Barnes 


that she wanted to see the president. 
She told Mr. Barnes that her husband 
had been discharged from the govern- 
ment service and she wanted to demand 
from the president his reinstatement or 
at least to discuss the matter with him. 
Mr. Barnes explained to her that 
the 


president had nothing to do with such 
subjects and that she would better take 
up the matter with the head of the de- 
partment from which her husband had 
been discharged. 


Mrs. Morris was not to be put off in 


that way. She declared, in a loud tone, 
that she hnd come to the White House 
to see the president and proposed to see 
him even if she had to camp out there 
for a month. 


Again Mr. Barnes informed her that it

was asleep and murdered eight dragoona 
and six stablemen and wounded elevea 
others. One man managed to escape and 
gave the alarm to the troops, tv i regi- 
ments of which with artillery aud sis 
quick firing guns arrived at the scene bf 
daylight. 
In the meantime the revolu- 


tionists had thrown up barricades and & 
terrific fire was opened by the troops up- 
on these defenses and on the factory. 


TROOPS INSANE WITH FURY. 


In the midst of the confusion existing 


as this dispatch is written it is impossi- 
ble to ascertain the number of killed or 
wounded, but many men have been kill- 
ed and over a hundred wounded. The 
soldiers are almost insane with fury. 
The territory in which the factory £s lo- 
cated has been picketed off by guard* 
who 
threaten to kill any person ap- 


proaching. The correspondent had a 
narrow escape. He unwittingly entered 
the prescribed territory through a side 
street and was twice fired upon before 
he had an opportunity to explain. 


SURRENDERED TO TROOPS.

boats having troops on board have been 
dispatched to Sukum-Kale, Caucasia and 
Novorossiysk, Caucasia, which are in the 
hands of the revolutionists. The govern- 
ment treasuries at those places have 
been saved and taken to Sebastopol on a 
warship.

THE l-'IGHT IN THE LEGISLATIVE 


CAUCUS. 


At the opening of the legislative ses- 


sion of 1905, Mr. Lenroot's ability and 
value to the party were so well recogniz- 
ed, and his leadership so firmly establish- 
ed, that he was nominated speaker unan- 
imously, receiving the vote of every re- 
publican, and also the vote of every "na- 
tional republican" member. As an illus- 
tration of his fearless devotion to prin- 
ciple, before his nomination as speaker in 
the republican caucus, he prepared and 
introduced resolutions declaring that no 
member should be entitled to participate 
in that republican caucus, who did not 
subscribe to the platform of the republi- 
can party, and pledge himself to enact 
its promises into law.

law and the railroad commission law are 
among tho many measures upon which 
he has expended his best efforts, from 
first draft to final passage.

against graft, which has been passed by 
the legislature of any state. 


As the leader of. his -party in the as- 


sembly, Mr. Lenroot has always, when 
the interests of legislation required it, 
descended from the speaker's chair and 
.participated in .the .discussion of meas- 
ures upon the floor. Again and again he 
lias come to the rescue .of important leg- 
islation at the critical time. In every 
instance during the legislative session of 
1905,: the measure • championed -by Mr. 


Lenroot upon tho floor, passed' the as- 
sembly. 


SAYS CONTEST IS NOT ENDED. 
The contest in. Wisconsin is not ended. 


The opposition is active and persistent. 
This, it should be remembered, will con- 
tinue until the public service corpora- 
tions and special interests recognize that 
they arc the creatures of the state, and 
the servants of the public. For the pres- 
ent they may attempt to accomplish by 
indirection that which cannot be done 
openly and directly. It will be said thai 
all of the important reforms contended 
for have been secured, and that harmony 
is now the first consideration. We be- 
lieve that Wisconsin has 
learned one 


lesson in the last ten years, which near- 
ly all of the other states have yet to 
master. The struggle here has not been 
primarily to secure the enactment of 
this statute or that statute. The con- 
test 1ms been above and before all things 
to restore government to the people, to 
re-establish democracy, to make the will 
of the majority supreme, to make gov- 
ernment truly representative. 


Each one of the laws which we have 


enacted in merely of specific legislative 
declaration for republican government, as 
applied to one of the multitude of sub- 
jects witli which republican government 
must 
deal. Together 
these 
statutes 


stand merely as symbols of democracy, 
merely as legislative mile posts along the 
highway over which we must 
travel 


again, toward the pure'form of represen- 
tative government established for us in 
the beginning. In the great work which 
this generation has to do, there must be 
no halt, no stop. Eternal vigilance is 
the price which the citizen must pay for 
the preservation of democracy. 


OF NATIONAL IMPORTANCE. 


The movement in Wisconsin is of more 


than state importance. If built into the 
foundation and life of this state, its in- 
fluence will be perpetuated in every state 
in the union, and felt in our national 
government at Washington. If it shall 
fail here, its failure will block the way 
of progress everywhere. 


To make secure to the people that 


which has been, gained, and to carry for- 
wnrd the movement for governmental re- 
form, so auspiciously begun by the vot- 
ers of Wisconsin, during the five years 
of Governor La Follette's administration 
requires leadership and constructive abil- 
ity of the highest order. The situation 
demands a Standard bearer familiar wini 
the recent history of our reform move- 
ment, one whose devotion to the declar- 
ed principles of the party is beyond 
question, who possesses 
clearness a.nd 


stability of judgment, singleness of pur- 
pose, and directness of action in the peo- 
ple's cause.

He is 05*years of age 
and a native of Bradford county, Pnnn- 
sj'lvania. He came to Wisconsin shortly 
before the civil war broke out, going to 
work in the woods in Marinette county. 
When the call to arms came he enlisted 
at once, and served with 
distinction 


throughout the whole war. 
He was 


wounded while in the rifle pits during 
Gen. Grant's famous assault on Vicks- 
burg.

Purchase exposition is almost a matter 
of history. The diplomas are all distrib- 
uted with a few scattering exceptions 
and the medals are now being sent out 
by Secretary Stevens, who still retains an 
office on the grounSs in the Art Building 
with about fifteen clerks and other em- 
ployes to assist him. The medals are 
much admired. They are made of a me- 
tallic patented composition called "Sco- 
ville Gold," manufactured in sheets 
at 


Waterbury, Conn., and sent to the mint 
at Philadelphia where the medals are 
stamped from artistic dies. 
They are 


not round ns medals usually are, but are 
shaped like an irregular triangle and bear 
a design representing an eagle, with out- 
stretched wings and a pair of queer look- 
ing fishes on one side, while on the other 
aide are two thinly clad ladies intended 
to represent industry and »rt. The com- 
position is a form of dull bronze which 
keeps its lustre. The management here 
has been more fortunate than at Chica- 
go, for it is nearly two years ahead in 
the. matter of medals and diplomas.

The total net salvage of the exposition 


company foots up about $2,700,000. This 
represents all that is left of about $15,- 
000,000 expended for exposition purposes, 
and includes an art gallery worth about 
a million dollars, a. collection of sculp- 
ture valued at $500,000, museum material 
$500,000 and cash $640,000. There will be 
about $450,000 to divide between the 
government, the city and the stockhold- 
ers. 


The Art Building, a permanent struc- 


ture of stone and steel, will be inherited 
by the city nnd used for a permanent ex- 
hibition of paintings, sculpture nnd archi- 
tectural models. Professor Halsey C. 
Ivcs, chief of the art department and di- 
rector of tho St. Louis School of Fine 
Arts, has already occupied it with a col- 
lection of sulpture that is claimed to be 
the best that was ever .produced in Amer- 
ica. 
The models of the sculpture on the 


grounds, which cost $550,000 
and 
ore 


worth a great deal more, have been pre- 
served and will be of perpetual value for 
art students. They go to the city. 


The city of St. Louis also gets an en- 


ormous collection of museum material 
presented by and purchased from foreign 
states and other exhibitors, which Pro- 
fessor W. .T. McGee of Washington re- 
cently of the Smithsonian Institution, 
has installed in one of the wings of "the 
a.rt building as n temporary shelter. It 
is proposed" to make it feho nucleus of an 
institution like the Field Columbian.Mu- 
seum of Chicago which originated in the 
same way.

According to the contract, the wreck- 


ing company should have finished its 
work and cleared the grounds by the first 
of December last, but its managers claim 
to have been delayed by various unavoid- 
able causes, and at the present rate it 
will be another year before they have 
finished the job. The leased groxind has 
all been cleared and restored to the own- 
ers, which is about half of the inclosure. 
About one-third of the buildings in For- 
est Park proper have been torn dowp. 
The police authorities assert that 
the 


wrecking company might have done a 
great deal more than it has. They de- 
clare that the contractors do not tear 
down the buildings any faster than they 
can sell the material. Between 400 and 
500 men are employed, and more than 
4.000 carloads of lumber, construction 
iron, water pipe, copper wire and other 
material has already been shipped away, 
which is valued at an average of $325 to 
the car.' This gives the wreckers $1,300,- 
000 for the stuff they have already sold, 
and it is turning out to be a very pro- 
fitable enterprise. They have had 
no 


fires and no big accidents. Three or four 
men have been killed by falling from the 
buildings, the result of their own care- 
lessness, but nothing more serious haj 
occurred. The contractors 
arc 
saving 


every scrap of wood and iron, and even 
the staff is carefully picked over 
and 


shipped away for use in the manufacture 
of fertilizers, concrete blocks and other 
purposes. They have a descriptive cata- 
logue of several hundred pages and adver- 
tise extensively in trade journals and 
newspapers. It appears that they have 
introduced other stock, with the stuff 
that they bought from the exposition, 
whereby hangs a funny tale. 


• • • • 


A few weeks ago President Francis re- 


ceived a letter from a man in Fredonia, 
Kan., inclosing a money order for $3.50 
and a request for two cases of "World's 
Fair whisky." The writer '.explained 
that if it were not first-class he did not 
want it, because he could get all the good 
whisky he wanted in Kansas for $1.50 a 
gallon. 


The former governor was somewhat 


surprised at this singular order, and 
wrote his correspondent for an explana- 
tion. The latter inclosed him one of the 
catalogues of the Chicago House Wreck- 
ing company, in which, among a vast 
amount and infinite variety of other arti- 
cles advertised for sale was a fine brand 
of whisky, whieh the reader would sup- 
pose had formerly belonged to the expo- 
sition company. 
While the catalogue 


does not make the misrepresentation in 
exact terms, the public, reading the item, 
would nnturnlly infer that former Gov- 
ernor Francis and his fellow directors 
had not consumed all of the hospitality 
that had been provided for their foreign 
guests, and that the residua was being 
disposed of with other debris. 


The wrecking company is selling every- 


thing. They do not waste a chip. They 
save every 
scrap. The grounds 
are 


•strewn with smsll pieces of''building ma- 
terial which they sell for fuel at 25 
cents for a ona-horse load and 50 cents 
for a two-horse load. 


The Ferris Wheel is still standing. It 


docs not belong to the wreckers, but has 
been sold to a company which intends to 
remove itvsomc time during the winter to 
Coney Island, New York. The De For- 
est wireless telegraph tower will be tak- 
en down and shipped to Hot Springs, 
Ark. 


The total receipts at the Chicago ex- 


position were about-$14^000,000, while at 
'St. Louis they were about $10,000,000. 
The total admissions at Chicago were 
27,060,000 and at St. Louis 20,000,000. The 
gate- receipts at St. Louis were about $6,- 


000,000; the receipts from royalties OH 
sales and concessions at St. Louis were 
about $3,000,000. The gross receipts of 
exhibitors and concessioners as stown b^ 
their boows, which were audited daily, 
were about $12,000,000, of which the ex- 
position got 25 per cent. To this should 
be added about $600,000 collected at th« 
Filipino exhibit, upon which no royalty, 
was charged. The exposition company 
gave $100.000 in cash toward the expen- 
ses of the Filipino 
exhibit. Secretary 


Tnft has asked congress to refund the 
money, but it is doubtful whether it will 
consent to do so. No royalty was charg- 
ed the Jerusalem concession, which wag 
owned by Kansas people. Senator Bur- 
ton was one of the promoters and stock- 
holders. The exposition company gave it 
a location free of charge on the represen- 
tation that it was to be a great educa- 
tional feature. But it was a good deal of 
a fraud, and the resemblance to Jeru- 
salem was purely imaginary-. The Arabs 
and Syrians, who occupied booths and 
sold trinkets and handled the camels and 
donkeys were all right. 


The receipts from the Intramural rail- 


road which was owned and managed by 
the exposition, were about $630,000. That 
should be added to the rest, and upon 
this basis it is safe to estimate that at 
least $15,000,000 was expended by th« 
people who attended the exposition, 
which illustrates the prosperity and pur- 
chasing power of the country. 


Among other interesting items is a 


charge of S323.000 for insurance upon tho 
exposition buildings, and it is probable 
that as much more was collected by the 
insurance companies from exhibitors, 
concessioners and foreign and state com- 
missions, making a total of not less than 
$650,000 paid in premiums, -which was all 
clear gain to the .insurance companies, 
because there wa* only one fire on the 
grounds during the entire season, ani 
that was comparatively insignificant -

Sufficient time has elapsed from 
the 


reading of the president's message to jus- 
tify the assertion it was one not only his 
country, but foreign countries approv- 
ed. President Roosevelt is distinctly an 
American citizen above all. and in his 
strong summing up of matters which in 
his judgment requires a strong national 
hand to control, the total absence of the 
lc;ust sentence or word which would show 
the a r t f u l dem:igojri,,> in appealing to the 
passions of men. is whnlly absent. For- 
eign countries will look in vain for a 
word or sentence or paragraph 
which 


would lead them to suspect, a policy of 


' advancing the interests of this country 


at the expense of others, and in his dis- 
tinct enunciation of the Monroe doctrine 
not one foreign nation but is clearly con- 
vinced our position is correct, is not for 
our own gain, but to fully and at nil 
times maintain the strict Americanism 
of the American continent. 


His recommendations as regards tlio 


control of railroad rates, of federal con- 
trol of great corporations, of legislation 
bearing upon matter* of national inter- j 
cst, of the national def'-nse, are now at, ' 
work on their mission. These \vere con- 
servative, and i-adieuli.sru can 
find 
no 


lodgment. When the president de'-lared 
in positive language he had no proposed 
Inw of ?iis own. lie leaves that to others 
to frame, in this he proclaims the grand 
living American who lias at heart the 
interests of his Idlmv citizens, and who 
disdains the processes thn.t build up tho 
demagogue. 


The charm of the president is that ho 


is natural. His 
indignation 
expressed 


sometimes when things don't go his way, 
15 but the hearty ebiilitiou of Hie average 
citizen: the storm clouds passed and he 
is himself again. He spurns injustice and 
is knowing how hn has been misrepresent- 
ed by powerful corporations, yet refrains 
from public spirited expressions of his un- 
doubted perception of what the corpora- 
tions have meant. 
He has commanded 


justice for the same corporation ;is ho 
ha.s commanded p.'-ti.-e for the rifixeu. 
nnd ilowheros, e:m if apjioir iie hns Mink 
the -Salesman aivl the !>ul.riot. i r > irrasp 
the issue as a weapon 
to control 
tlio 


minds of men. 


This view of the message is handsome 


ly expressed by one Washington corres- 
pondent who says:

"This paragraph and a number of oth- 


ers of tile same kind gave great satisfac- 
tion to that element, particularly in tho 
senate, which has all along been fearful 
tho president would yield to a tempta- 
tion to appeal to the prejudices of tho 
ignorant masses. They commend him. on 
the contrary, for his extraordinary con- 
servatism. There is not the slightest si"n 
of yielding in his demands for railroad

OUR -WEALTH VRO>I THE SOU,. 
Statistics furnished by the bureau of 


agriculture give our production for the 
farms of the nation for the last crop 
year at the enormous total of $0,415,- 
000,000 with an increase in the value of 
the farms during the past iive years of 
$6,133,000,090. This increase says Secre- 
tary Wilson iu his review gives for in 


; the western division 55.30 per acre and 


with an average increase for the country 


of $27.53 per acre. A goodly part of the 
farm increases of production and profit 
has come from improved methods and 
more 
careful selection 
of 
profitable 


crops. Every succeeding day of the past 
year says Secretary Wilson has seen add- 
ed to the wealth of the nation ia its 
farms of the comforting figures of $3,- 
400,000. 


We have exported during the year 


ending with last June productions worth 
$827,000.000, some 'decrease from previous, 
year beaiuse of the short wheat crop of 
100-t. The 
decrease being $51,000,000 


from tho average exports for five years 
past. This decrease wheat bears to the 
amount of $41,000,000, meat products of 
.$5,000,000 and in fruits and sundries an- 
other .$5,000,000. In the past sixteen 
years we have sent abroad of the pro- 
ductions of our farms exceeding §12,000,- 
000,000, this saying the secretary, being 
by $1,000,000,000 more than sufficient to 
purchase every railroad in tlio country 
at the regular commercial valuation, and 
this exclusive of the surplus we have 
not needed at home. 


The bureau valuation of our farm pro- 


ducts for tlie past crop year gives to hay 
$(>5,000,000; cotton $575,000,000; wheat 
$525,000,000; oats $282,000,000; potatoes 
$13S,000.000; barley $58,000,000; tobacco 
$12.000,000; sugar cane and sugar beets 
$."iO.OOO,000; rice $13,802.000; products of 
tho dairy .$005,000,000; corn somewhat 
exceeding $1,000,000,000. In an earlier 
estimate the department gave for the 
value of the cuttle in the country $2,- 
800,000,000 this including milch cows; 
value of hogs $04H,000,000. Then would 
follow the value of the hens, and of 
their products, of the horses and mules, 
of the. sheep aggregating many millions, 
and of the numberless yields of the farms 
not set down in tho totals, as bee pro-

it is IKMV being feared such countries 


as have issued silver coins upon a fixed 
ratio of silver, with gold, as we have in 


• •ase of our Philippine coin, may have 
trouble, since when such coins rise in 
value above this mint valuation, they of 
course are sent to the melting pot. In 
the case of our own home silver dollar. 
this does not occur, since the difference 
between., the gold value and any pros- 
pective melting value 
is far oil'. 
At 


present our silver dollar as to the sterl- 
ing coin in it, may have advanced to 
half a dollar and a little over, silver 
now being over (!0 cents per ounce and 
on a parity with gold would have to ex- 
ceed 12!.). But the Philippine coin being 
issued at the time to nearly cover what 
tho gold value was, has now approached, 
if not. a little exceeded such, while the 
now Mexico eo'nmgc is in no better po- 
sition as regards increased ririce of sil- 
ver. 


The great interest this country had 


in its silver mines a few decades ago, 
has materially been eilaced in the rapid- 
ly growing interests in gold mining, not 
e/l'aced of course, but diminished. 
But 


it is admitted the increased value of 
silver and slowly increasing price, gives 
encouragement to the many mines that 
with silver at its low level near the fif- 
ty point, could not be profitably work- 
ed. Many mines will now again be plac- 
ed in working order and fresh silver 
prospecting be once more indulged in. 


The changing ratio will impel congress 


to change the Philippine coinage if not 
to take in consideration the opportuni- 
ty t'or establishing our own currency 
methods in the islands, and it will ne- 
cessitate 
different 
arrangements 
for 


Mexico. A former bimetallic paper re- 
marks on this point: 


"Some people may sec in this example 


an (lustration of the evil workings of 
bimetallism, but they 
deceive 
them- 


selves. There is no analogy whatever. 
When the bimetallic theory 
was ill 


practical operation it made no difference 
whether particular coins circidated or 
went into the melting pot. 
Indeed, it 


was claimed by its advocates that it, 
was this latter feature which preserved 
the fixity of the ratio. When the silver 
dollars 
coined 
in this country 
went 


into the melting pot and were exported 
in the form of bullion to other coun- 
tries when; silver was demanded for mo- 
mentary purposes that very net assisted 
in preserving the relation between gold 
and silver, which, during a period of 
seventy years, only varied very slightly 
from the ratio established by the Latin 
union. 
The effect was to cause 
the 


abandonment of silver coinage in tho 
United States, and the place of the sil- 
ver dollars was taken by other coins. 
Had there been no interference it is 
more than probable that the increased 
output of gold, which set in while the 
momentary 
ngitntion in 
tho 
United 


States was in progress, would have caus- 
ed the pendulum ,to swing 
the 
other 


way, and gold coins would have gone 
into the. metal pot and silver 
would 


have been the money coined and re- 
tained for use." 


ITJV1OWS OK THE FABMS, 


The National Grange assert in a reso- 


lution adopted at their late session, 
"That we, as .American citizens, believe 
it is every mrui's privilege to work as 
many hours as he will, and should com- 
mand rightful compensation for his ser- 
vices." This as a proposition would com- 
mand a general acquiescence. But in 
view of the several so-called fanners' un- 
ions allying themselves with the Feder- 
ation of Labor and of others talking in 
that line, it can not be supposed farmers 
can claim exemption from the eight hour 
day any more than tho large numbers of 
employers who have been for one cause 
and another induced to give consent to 
the action of labor unions on this point. 
There is not an industry but that insists 
it cannot afford to be tied down to an 
eight hour proposition, and the results 
have been rather hard on some, because 
of added costs and as asserted in some 
lines, no work may be done after such 
eight hours, and even state laws forbid 
such under pcntilty of the law. 


Then the work of the farmer, should 


the granges or farmers' unions form into 
labor unions, must necessarily conform 
to rules laid 
down for others. 
They 


should more clearly understand 
what 


working under union rules means, and 
should 
consider that while they 
are 


heartily endorsing 
labor organizations 


for other people, that they themselves 
must come under the same general, scope 
of action. Eight hours means what it 
says, for the farm, as for tho other em- 
ploj'er of labor. Again if our farmers 
thus form unions, their employes neces- 
sarily must also be members, and this 
following, farmers may no more escape 
all such responsibility implies than other 
employers. What employers maj' do or 
not do will of course be laid down just 
as for others, and if many of our agri- 
culturists discover labor unions are form- 
ed more exclusively for the worker than 
for the employer and find their activities 
on the farm curtailed from what they 
were, they must reflect they have invit- 
ed this upon themselves. 


As a principle there seems no reason 


farm workers or employes should work 
ten or twelve or fourteen hours than 
other employes, and it can be depended 
upon if farmers' unions prevail, workers 
over eight hours will receive extra pay 
and that too not pro rota, as do other 
workers. If it is a nine hour day the 
principle remains the same. 
••,/ 


There is no wish whatever in these re- 


marks to disparage labor unions. Crit- 
icism of these us to any course of action 
perfectly legitimate enough, applies as 
such cases are. noticed, but those remarks 
are only intended to bring notice, to our 
farmer friends that in forming these un- 
ions they must expect to fully comply 
with the methods of the labor federa- 
tions. Should the movement become gen 
era), in good fuith they must do so. It 
would be unfair to the unions to encour- 
age them and then as to 
themselves 


claim 
any exemptions. What is good 


for one employer is equally good for all 
other employers, and what is good for 
one employe is equally good for all oth- 
er employes. 


other brave spirits that have sought this 
goal.

THE 
TRAGEDY OF FOOTBALL. 


The tragedy of football attracts the 


serious attention of humanitarians and a 
movement is on foot through which if 
successful our more prominent universi- 
ties and colleges will take measures to 
compel cither a pronounced lessoning of 
the rules which invite brutality, or a 
cessation altogether.

"MASON AND DIXON'S LINE" 


Orl«ln or tho Old Term »nd Where th« 


Tjlnc Keallr Is. 


To the average reader perhaps it will 


be a matter of news to hear that the 
old familiar Mason and Dixon line, which 
ligured so prominently in the problems 
leading up to the civil war, did not 
come into existence as a result of the 
arising of these problems, and its origi- 
nal projection was not even remotely 
connected with the matter of slavery, 
says the Memphis Appeal. An explana- 
tion of the causes leading up to the 
running of the line that was much cop- 
ied in the '30s was printed originally in 
the Old Salem Gazette, a journal pub- 
lished early enough in the last century 
to print extensive reports of the trial of 
Aaron Burr. 
As narrated by this old 


paper, the running of the line antedated 
even the revolution, and occurred a full 
century before the war" between 
the 


states. 
This ancient account is us fol- 


lows: 


"Whenever the rights, interests or du- 


ties of the northern or southern states, 
respectively are in question reference is 
commonly made to 'Mason and Dixon's 
line.' Thia boundary is so termed from 


the names of Charles Mason and Jere- 
miah Dixon, the two gentlemen 
who 


were appointed to run the 
unfinished 


lines in 1761 between Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, on the territories subjected 
to the heirs of Penn and Baltimore. A 
temporary line had been run in 1739, 
but had not given satisfaction to the 
disputing parties, although it resulted 
from an agreement 
in 1739 between 


themselves. A decree had been made in 
1G18 by King James, delineating 
the 


boundaries between the lands given by 
charter to the first Lord Baltimore and 
those adjudged to his majesty (after- 
ward to William Penu), which divided 
the tract of land between Delaware Bay 
and the eastern sea on one side and the 
Chesapeake bay on the other bu a line 
equally intersecting it. dravoi from Cape 
Heulopen to the fourth degree of north 
latitude. A decree in chancery rendered 
the king's decree imperative. 


"But the situation of Henlopen be- 


came long a subject of serious, protract- 
ed and expensive litigation, particularly 
after the death of Penn. 171S, and of 
Lord Baltimore in 17H, till John and 
Kiehnrd and Thomas Penn (who had 
become the sole proprietors of the Amer- 
ica]! possessions of their father William) 
and Cecilus Lord Baltimore, grandson 
of Celicus, the original patentee, enter- 
ed into an agreement oil the 10th oi 
May 172'2. To this agreement a chart 
was appended, which 
ascertained 
the 


site of Cape Ilenlopeu. and was delin- 
eated a division by an east and west 
Hue. 
running westward from that cape 


to Baltimore became dissatisfied 
with 


this agreement and he endeavored to in- 
validate it. 
Chancery suits, kingly de- 


crees and proprietary arrangements fol- 
lowed which eventually produced the ap- 
pointment of commissioners to run the 
temporary line. 
This was affected in 


17SP. But tho cause in chancery being 
decided in 1759 new commissioners were 
appointed who could not, however, agree 
and the question remained 
open till 


1701, 
when the line was run by Messrs. 


Mason and Dixou."

Jacob Gottlieb, the proprietor of The 


Fair stated in an interview that he be- 
lieved that he had done the best thing 
for the girls and for other young women 
who might be employed in the stores in 
the future. Ho stated that the matter 
had been thoroughly silted and that 
every single person to whom any sus- 
picion had attached had been discharged 
from The Fair. The number of girls dis- 
charged from this store is placed at sev- 
en and Mr. Crottlieb issues a statement 
to the public in which he states that ho 
is certain that every girl retained in ser- 
vice was in no way connected with thu 
conspiracy to defraud and that' none' of 
thorn had any knowledge of it. 


District Attorney Baker did not insist 


on the-prosecution of Miss Wendt or any 
of the other women who had been sus- 
pected oE being connected with the plot 
but he put his foot down hard and in- 
sisted that there would be just one place 
where ho would quit ancl that would be 
if the effort was made to prosecute Miss 
Wendt without prosecuting any of the 
other women, lie insisted as well that 
the costs of the action be paid in order 
that Kenosliit county would not sustain 
any loss from the hearings that have 
been held. 


While it seems a little unfair not to 


make public the names of the other wo- 
men connected with the alleged conspir- 
acy the newspaper men are powerless to 
hand out any information on account of 
the fact that no fictions have been start- 
ed in court, save in the Wendt case. 


The discovery of the plot has caused a 


great sensation in the city and it is 
probable that the agitation will have a 
great tendency to make tho women em- 
ployed in the stores more honest in the 
future. The women who have lost thoir 
positions through the discovery of the 
plot will not be able to conceal their 
guilt and while the cases will never be 
called in court the people interested are 
already in possession of the facts in the 
case.
